MEDICAL SCHOOL 
NOW HAS $25,000,000 


Foundation to Seek Cause 
of Premature Decay of 
Heart, Blood Vessels and 
Kidneys. 


By the Asseciated Press. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 9.—A million 
dollar fund to finance a campaign 
against diseases of men and wom- 


en of middle age has been given 
to the University of Chicago by 
AlBert D. Lasker, former chair- 
man of the United States Shipping 
Board, and his wife, Mrs. Flora 
W. Lasker. 

The fund is to provide medical 
research the purpose of which will 
be to increase the life expectancy 
of persons 50 or more years old; 
persons who have’ reached the 
age “when their intelligence is at 
the highest and their value to the 
community is at its greatest.” 

Research will be directed to- 
ward establishing the causes, na- 
ture,’ prevention and cure of de- 
generative diseases. 

To Combat Degenerative Diseases. 

Dr. Max Mason, president of the 
University of Chicago, said in an- 
nouncing the gift that the foun- 
dation leads to a vast enterprise. 

He pointed out that modern 
medicine has applied itself to in- 
fectious disease and to the ail- 
ments of childhood, with the re- 
sult that In 300 years the average 
life expectancy at birth has dou- 
bled. ‘There has been no such 
concerted effort to combat degen- 
erative diseases as now is possible 
under the Lasker foundation. 

“The average duration of life 
has been prolonged by conquest of 
the diseases which attack in 
earlier years,’”? said Dr. F. C. Me- 
Lean, head of the university's med- 
ical department. 

“Meanwhile, little progress has 
been made in prevention and treat- 
ment of the diseases of later life. 
It now appears reasonable to di- 
latter, 


mature decay of one or more vital 
organs, notably the heart, blood 
vessels and kidneys.” 
To Study Heart Disease. 
He pointed out’ that in 1870 


_heart disease accounted for only 


50,000 deaths in the United States 
and was not rated as one of , 
four .most frequent causes of 
death. In 1926, however, heart 
disease caused 209,370 deaths, 
leading pneumonia, the next most 
frequent cause of death, by more 
than 100,000. 

No definite program has yet 
peen mapped out under the Lask- 
er foundation, Dr. McLean said, 
other than  Bright’s disease and 
heart disease would be the death 
causes first studied. 

With the Lasker endowment the 
total of donations to the university 
medical school has been brought 
to more than $25,000,000. The 
only other foundation of equal 
magnitude is that established for 
‘general medical research by the 
late Douglas Smith.

TOKIO, Jan. 9.—The Osaka 
Mainichi, in an editorial, says Ja- 
Pan is greatly pleased with the 
antiwar treaty proposal of Secre- 
tary of State Kellogg, but expresses 
the opinion that {t is inappropriate 
for the United States to invite Ja- 
Pan to make so serious a pledge 
as that embodied in the Kellogg 
proposals without taking “deter- 
mined” steps with regard to the 
immigration problem. 

“Without a satisfactory settle- 
ment of this, Japan can never con- 
clude an .antiwar treaty with the 
United States,” the paper gays. 
“Not because Japan ever desires to 
exploit the possibility of war as a 
means to an end, but because the 
question is so extremely important 
to us that we would not fee! justi- 
fied in undertaking any far-reach- 
ing engagement without first hay- 
ing it settled. 

“We are not keen about the few 
hundreds of our emigrants’ taken 
in the United States yearly, as the 
rate of our growth is too fast for 
us to entertain the elusive hope of 
its solution by immigration,” the 
papers says. “‘We feel rather like 
taking back those Japanese already 
there. 

“The heart of the issue {fs not 
material, but moral and spiritual. 
To speak bluntly, it hurts our sense 
of national honor to be slandered 
before the world by Americans as 
an inferior race unworthy of the 
Same treatment as Bohemians and 
Armenians. It is a useless attempt 
to impose treaties on nations be- 
tween which there is a peisistent 
implication of national insult on 
the part of one against the other.” 

The editorial declares Japan 
harbors no grudge against America 
and that both countries are avowed 
friends. In raising various strong 
protests “against the admitted in- 
justice done us by Americans, we 
have only been influenced by a 
sincere desire to preserve and pro- 
mote a valuable friendship,” it con- 
cludes.

T. LOUIS is not proud of its riverfront— 
S particularly the area between the Eads 

and municipal bridges. This is the nat 
ural gateway to the city, and visitors gain

Any plan for this area m be large in 
scale. It is a@ problem that cannot be 
dealt with in smai] way. Fully to satis- 
fy public demands must combine the 
fundamental elements of utility'and beauty 
and must not be prohibitive in cost. A

Three Integral Parts. 

HE present City Plan Commission uas 

been in existence 12 years. When first 
appointed ‘t was =rged ta prepare plans for 
the improvement of the river front. The 
cOmmission felt obligated, however, to de- 
vote all of the early years of its work to 
comprehensive plans of. streets, transit, 
ir portation, public recreation, and n- 
ing, all dealing with the entire area of the 
ciiy. This was fundamental. No s'ngle sec- 
tion. Su:h as th central! river front. can be 

i quately dealt with unless there is fv 
and complete understanding of existing con- 
litions nd the planning needs of the whole. 
In other words, any plan for the river fror* 
must be intimately tied into plans for the 
development of the city as a whole. 
Speaking more specifically, the river= 

front plan consists of thr@e integral parts: 
(1) a doubie-deck thoroug@are 3.26 miles 
longs from Mullanphy stree®im North- St. 
Louis; (2) the acquisition ef 4@ city blocks 
between Third street and#th@ river from 
Spruce street to Franklin tvremme: (3) the 
construction of a high-level driveway and 
mall frum the Old Courthouse to the river.

parking automobiles, and with adtquate 
provision for future subway terminals such 
as proposed in the “rapid transit” report. 
prepared by President E. Ty Kinsey of the 
Board of Public Service, and C. E. Smith. 
Consulting Engineer. 
Would Accelerate Traffic. 

HE new double-deck thoroughfare is 

the backbone of the river front plan 1. 
is a direct prolongation of Gravois avenue. 
the principal] thoroughfare of the southern 
part of the city, from Thirteenth street ic 
Third street, then along Third street to Mul- 
lanphy street and west along Mullenphy 
street to Thirteenth street. where it con- 
nects directly with the new North Twelfth 
street route, the principal thoroughfare tn 
the northern part of the city. It thu« af- 
fords, through its connectfons and its dou- 
ble-deck feature, opportunities for high- 
speed. non-stop automobile traffic connec- 
tion directly to the river front and the east 
end ot the central business district where 
direct grade connections are made with 
Clark avenue, Walnut, Market, Chestnht, 
Pine, Olive, Morgan streets, and Franklin 
avenue.

Its Economic Importance. , 

HE economic importance of this proj- 

ect to the future City of St. Louis can 
scarcely be over estimated. The business 
district f St. “ouis has “nm expandire 
westward for the past 20 years. Property 
values from Fourth street to the river hays 
not increased in proportion to prope val- 
ues west of Fourth street. © This ar fs i 
adapted to modern conditions. Narrow 
streets. sharp grades and a predominance 
of obsolescent buildings makes tmrposstil'ic 
rehabilitation except by wholesale replan- 
ning. There is a tendency to a west: rd 
shift as well as a westward growth of the 
business district. When analyzed, the rea 
son is obvious. St. Louis has the shape o’ 
an ellipse. The business district is not af 
the physical center of the city, but rather 
on the outer perimeter of this ellipse. “he 
principal traffic movement is to and from 
the west.

Reviving the Blighted District. 

O the north two principal through 
routes are included in the major st: 
plan, L ¢., North Twelfth street. 100 feet 
wide, and Broadway, 80 feet wide. To the 
south three principal thoroughfares are in 
cluded in the major street plan, i. e.. South 
Twelfth street and Gravois avenue, 100 feet 
wide; Seventh street, €0 feet wide. and 
Broadway, 80 feet wide. To the east ther 
is but one vehicle outlet for the business 
district, Eads Bridge, a four-tine roadway 
(equivalent to a 60-foot street) subject. 
however. to a toll charge, greatly limiting 
he volume of traffic using this entry. The 
central business district. while off-center 
So far aS the physical area of the City o; 
St. Louis ts concerned. is nevertheless. more 
nearly the center of the metropolitan dis- 
trict of St. Louis and from this standpoint 
8 logically located. So long as there is a 
unbalancing of entriea, however. there wil 
be uncertainty and uneven expansion, ff not 
actual shifting. Bight entries from the 
west, two from the north, three from the 
south, and one of extremely limited capacity 
f am the east is not rood balancing. There 
must be more .dequate traffic capacity at 
the east edge of the business district. While 
no such capacity as provided by the eight 
thoroughfares from the west can be cre- 
ated, the new double-deck high-speed traf- 
fic ~oroughfares proposed as @ part of he 
river front plan, connected and co-ordinated 
with the entire major street plan. will pro- 
vide enormous capacity fer traffic.

Homemakers Advised to 
Use Meat Thermometer 


F THE homemaker would use a 

meat thermometer when roasting 

beef she would ;et the same re- 
sults each time she cooks, accord- 
ing to the Bureau of Home Eco- 
nomics, United “tates Department 
of Agriculture. The thermometer is 
placed in the center of the thickest 
part of the roast, and when it rec- 
ords certain temperatures, the 
meat has cooked to the stage of 
rare, medium, or well done. When 
the family preference is for rare 
bee.. the meat should be taken out 
of the oven when the the: nometer 
reads between 130 degrees and 150 
degrees F. A medium roast is cook- 
ed to between 150 degrees and 170 
degrees. ™., and the meat is well 
done at abo 't 180 degrees F. The 
element of guesswork is thus re- 
moved when a thermometer is 
used. Meat thermom ters are 
made by several different manufac- 
turers. They are not expensive. 
Specialists in meat cookery in the 
Bureau of Home Economics have 
found that by their use in the lab- 
oratory they can cook hundreds of 
roasts and always have the results 
comparable. They recommend, 
therefore, that homemakers who 
wish to cook by exact methods 
should use the meat thermometer.
